Iliily a trio 
of horses faced the starter for the twenty eighth 
vimning of the Seiileniher Slakes. Itig Cliief. Fair 
Flay and Faleada. I’.ig fliicf. fit as hands could 

make liini. w.as sent out nmier orders to make tlie 
ninning and find tlie weak s|hiIs in liis two op|>o- 
iieiits. if tliey liad any. These tactics, faithfully 
I'arried out. would iirohaldy have resnlled in a iiincii 
easier victory for the Idg. stout-hearted and staying 
S4M1 of Fonliac that he achieved tinally, hut Shill- 
ing not only neglected to inake the most of liis 
M.\ing start over Fair IMa.v. which began so slowly 
ns to have Ixs'ii virtually left at the isist. lint he 
dawdled in front so interminably long that the race 
liiiHlIy di'generaled into a closing threi* furlongs 
.'tretch sprint in which lie only jtist escaiied iadtig 
Morsled by dint of territic riding energy. The 
lii'avllv burdened, but tleet-fisited. favorite, as well 
:.s the liglitly weighted Faleada. were particularly 
Well served b.v tlie slow earl.v pace and it explains 
their clos«> proximity lo Itig Chief at the tlnish.

Of secondar.v imimrtance and value, the Sapiiliire 
Slakes, at live and a lialf furlongs, was contested 
b.v five giKKl class two-year olds in Ferseus. Hobldn. 
I.ad.v lliiliburd. liarrigan and Tattling. Tlie Wliit- 
liey iiair. Ferseus and Hobldn. finished tirst and sec 
olid. ImiIIi ridden out at the end after leading from 
tlie start. No dcidaratioii liad been made in advance 
as to which should win and the siiis-talors were 
treatml to the siiectacle of two hoi-ses running in one 
and the same interest, savagel.v fighting it out 
through the whole length of the stretch, although 
le.nliiig their nearest competitor b.v a half dozen 
lengths.

'ibis was the second time during the afterniHui 
that two horses from the Wesibnr.v esialilishment 
had tilled the two desirable laisitioiis at the finish 
of a race. Hab.v W<df and Har None having in- 
angnraled what was destined to !«• a real Whitney 
day in the intrialuctory seven furlongs dash. Finally 
Hnrgher. a full brother to the fatuous Hurgomasler. 
made a siwcessful d.'bnt on the turf and cimiideieij 
the Whitney stable triiimplis by leading a big bami 
of Ihree-vear-olds. incliidin.g .knonyma. a half-sister 
to .Sysoiiliy. home in the closing race on the iiro 
gram. The two remaining yaces were conditioned 
for sidling platers. Trash proved the winner in 
one and Hird of Flight II. was successful in the 
other. Ho|h contests were spectacular, with tlie 
result in doubt in mieh almost up to the last stride. 

Tixbi.v's attendance was the sniiillest of the meet- 
ing. not more than 4.Pfsi persons witnessing the rnn- 
niiig off of the splendid card. Ideal weallier and 
perfect track conditions iirevailed.
